women of this town iiave shown that 
Miey have ability as farmers by go­ 
ing into the corn fields and earning 
almost enough money to pay the debt 
on the Methodist church here. 


J. B. Jackson, living near town, is 
a member of the Methodist church. 
Two Sundays ago, at the conclusion 
of the morning service, he told the 
trustees that he had a large acreage 
of corn that was unhusked. He sug­ 
gested that if any of the members 
of the church wanted to hu.sk corn 
he would pay them 4 cents a bushel 
and give every tenth bushel to the 
church. 


The proposition did not strike the 
young men of the church favorabl3^ 
Tw enty young women, 
daughters of 
well to do people, held a meeting and 
decided husking 
corn 
would be a 
lark. 
They gained their parents’ consent 
and informed Mr. Jackson that they 
would be ready to bvgin work bright 
and early next morning. He came to 
town and when he returned 
to his 
farm twenty young women were oc­ 
cupying his big farm wagon. 


They were late in getting started, but 
the first day they 
averaged tweniy 
bushels of corn. The second day they 
pushed their average up to thirty and 
the third day they raised it to almost 
forty. F ifty bushels is a good average 
for aman. 
W hen the young women 
came home at the end of the third 
day they had husked 1,800 bushels of 
corn, the church being owner of 180 
bushels of the amount. At 00 cents 
per bushel this meant $108. Jackson i 
did better than he agreed. 
At 
4 
cents per bushel the wages of the 
girls would have amounted to $J.’30, 
but he gave each one a $5 bill. 
At Ibis time the twenty girls wlio 
worked in the corn field arc the envy 
of the town. Mr. Jackson says they 
were the best lot of hands he ever 
employed, and that not one of them 
aHempted to shirk or “ soldier” on 
the job.

The finding of the body of L uther 
M ilhains, of Marion, who was visit 
ing in Scottsboro, In a p ublic high- 
way near the town Sunday morning 
so enraged the American inhabitants 
of the town th at they are threatening 
a war up on the Italians.

Sheriff E. H. Biilliner and dep uties 
who reached Scottsboro early Sunday 
morning and began an investigation 
of the trouble, think a conflict can 
he averted, but the mobs wldch have 
formed mr.y give the oihccrs Iroubl*? 
if evidence is secured fixing the crime 
up on any individuals.

m em bers 
of

Black hand gang were the organizers 
of the rioting gang. The fir.st attack 
was made on the home of Luke New­ 
ton, who has been aiding the oflicors 
in a w ar up on an 
organization 
to 
which a num ber of crimes in this vi­ 
cinity hav^ been ascribed 
The Italians left a house in which 
they had been carrying on a revelry 
about midnight. They first went tc 
the home of Newton. He was not :it 
home. They fired up on the house, over 
TOO shots being fired up on the build 
ing. Mrs. Newton gathered her fright­ 
ened children about 
her 
and mado 
her escano from the hou.se through 
a rear door amid the fiisilade of bill 
lets. 


For the rest of the night the vil­ 
lage was at the m ercy of 
the for 
eigners. 
Patroling the streets, they 
rep eatedly op ened fire on Americans. 
Early Sunday 
morning, after the 
rioters had disp ersed, the body of Tm- 
ther W illiams was found in the p ub­ 
lic highway a 
short 
distance from 
Scottsboro. W illiams had been stab 
bed. He also had been shot a num 
her of Lines. 
His hands were cut. 
showing th a t he had struggled des­ 
p erately for his life. 
MTlliams was seen 
in 
Marion at 
11:.30 o'clock when he left a barber 
shop , saying he was going to Scotts- 
hnro to visit his father, 
who is a 
minister. 
S tate’s A ttorney 
Tdartwell return ­ 
ed here last evening. 
He says the 
officers are in charge and will do ev­ 
erything in their p ower to keep down 
trouble, which seems to be near. 
In their investigation the authorl 
ties have not as yet learned the iden 
tity of the rioters. Many are under 
susp icion, howeer. 
and 
several ar 
rests are exp ected. Every house occu­ 
p ied by Italians in Scottsboro Is be 
ing searched. Several Italians known 
to live in Scottsboro can not be found. 
The office's believe th a t 
the out­ 
break 
was p lanned by 
the Black 
Hand. Newton, whose home was fired 
uix>n, the sheriff and the sta le ’s a t­ 
torney have received threatening F t 
tei*s from the Black Hand.

found in the Old Testam ent. 
We are 
told that Elisha brought to life a 
“dead” child 
by 
stretching 
himself 
three times up on the child and calling 
aloud to God. 
Readers of 
history are 
acquainted 
w ith the sup p osed healing p owers of 
the kingly “touch.” 
It was believed for a long time that 
living together and breathing iijion a 
sickly p erson would p roduce salutary 
as well 
as 
harm ful 
effects. 
Young 
children and virgins were sup p osed to 
have the p ower to “cure” by breathing 
up on the p atient and ,si)rinkling him 
with their own blood. 
This method of 
“cure” is mentioned by Galen. Pliny 
and Virgil. 
History tells us that the 
great Barbarossa, when dying, was ad­ 
vised by his Jewish 
doctor 
to have 
>oung, robust boys p laced across his 
stomach, in lieu of fomentations. 
The 
following curious 
inscrip tion, cut in 
marble, v:as discovered at Rome by 
the archaeologist Gomar:

dently. 
Cato cured 
sp rains 
by 
the 
same means. 
Various astrological signs inscribed 
up on amulets and talism ans—of min­ 
erals or of m etals—were sup p osed to 
p revent and to 
cure 
diseases 
when 
worn on 
the 
body of the 
sufferer. 
Herbs, roots, loadstones, bloodstones, 
p ieces of 
amber, 
images of 
saints, 
were also worn for the same reason. 
The Buddhists, for instance, had a sort 
of religions reverence for the sap p hire. 
They called it the stone of stones (op - 
timus. quern telius medioa gignit).—

been granted so much power, and the 
result was that for a thousand years 
there was not another earthquake. 
Old Babylon 
In 
those days 
was 
sm aller in extent than northern Italy. 
It was a flat, rainless land, intersect­ 
ed by hundreds of canals; and the Ti­ 
gris and Euphrates, which then issued 
into the sea, were united by a big ca­ 
nal. 
Thousands o f rowing and sail­ 
ing 
boats, and 
o f wicker 
canoes 
crowded the waterways. 
Everywhere 
was active life and a genuine cul­ 
ture. 
The whole country was crowd­ 
ed with small villages, built chiefly of 
reeds, but bricks and stone were used 
for important edifices. From 75 cents 
to $3 annually w*as the rent 
o f the av­ 
erage house. 
Every girl found a hus­ 
band. 
Severe w inter frosts and ter­ 
rific summer heat made life disagree­ 
able, and the country was overrun 
with lions and swarmed with myriads 
of flies, while parts were periodically 
swept by sandstorms. 
The original civilized race of south 
and central Babylonia was the Sume­ 
rian, a tremendously gifted 
people, 
whose women for beauty rivaled the 
statues of ancient Greece. 
In north 
Babylonia the people were Semites. 
The later civilization was the result 
of a union of the two. Afterward fol­ 
lowed the Chaldeans, whose king, Ne­ 
buchadnezzar, lived 1,000 years before 
Christ. It was the original Sumerians 
who invented cuneiform writing. They 
were great mathematicians, and had 
a sexagesimal system of 
counting, 
with separate signs for 1 and 10, but 
no zero. 
Prof. Delitzsch said he had 
himself found their clay tablets with 
multiplication and division tables, and 
their methods of calculating 
cubes 
and quadrates. 
The Sumerians went 
clean shaved, whereas the Semites al­ 
ways wore long beards and long hair. 
In the third 
millennium 
before 
Christ the Babylonians were 
using 
gold and silver as a medium of ex­ 
change. 
This was an Inevitable de­ 
velopment, as trade and industry were 
already highly developed, and busi­ 
ness w'as even carried on by com­ 
panies and corporations. 
One of the 
oldest institutions of old Babylon was 
the banking firm of 
Egbi & Sons. 
Dealing in stocks on margins 
must 
have been a profitless business, as 
the Babylonian rate of interest for 
loans was usually 20 per cent. 
The Babylonians had no standing 
army, but they had a strong militia. 
Their ideas on sorcery and witch­ 
craft are largely responsible for the 
superstitions on these 
subjects 
of 
w'estern countries. It is possible, said 
the professor, that Christianity is al­ 
so indebted to their heathen temples 
for the towers and steeples 
of 
its 
churches.
